ned. 


This ruling will be n'h'ard blow for

will also forbid the illumination,

entrances.

An important conference was held 


in Uniontown yesterday afternoon be- 
tween Warren S. Blauvelt of Detroit, 
Mich., coke advisor of Fuel Adminis- 
trator Garfield, and the coke opera- 
tors of the Conn*e!lsvtlle region. MT. 
Blauvelt emphasized the supreme ne- 
cossity of- maintaining coke produc- 
tion to the' highest point, 
and- its 


steady and uninterrupted distribution 
to conanmers engaged in the produc- 
tion c£ war materials, munitions and 
supplies, as absolutely essential to the 
winning of the war. He urged upon 
producers that thero be full and com- 
plete co5peration all down-tbe line in 
order to achieve the ends aimed at. 
He called upon operators to set an 
example to their employes in unselfish 
service for our country; that they for- 
get profits for the duration of,the war 
and direct all their energies to oper- 
ating their plants at maximum capac- 
ity.' 


While it is the purpose of tie Fuel 


Administration to do all that it can 
to make conditions favorable for the 
largest production of coke, Mr. Blau- 
velt made it plain that the government 
will not liesitate to assume control of 
the industry, repugnant as the pro- 
ceeding may be to the Fuel Adminis- 
tration. He gave a word of encour- 
agement over the transportation situ- 
ation, which has been tho chief trouble 
in tie industry for over a year past. 
•He expressed tlie confident belief that 
Hie unification of tho railroads tinder 
government control "will provide sub- 
stantial relief within a few week's, and 
that by April 1 they will be operating 
at practically-maximum efficiency. 
. 


Mr. Blauvelt defended the action of 


the President in fixing the price of 
coke at J6.00, regarding it as fair to 
both producer and consumer. He said
